You are hereby notified to meet at the Town House 
in said Amherst on Tuesday, the twelfth day of March 
next, at nine of the clock in the forenoon, to act upon 
the following subjects : 


1. To choose all necessary town officers for the 
year ensuing. 


2. ‘To raise such sums of money as may be neces- 
sary to defray town charges for the ensuing year, and 
make appropriation for the same. 


3. ‘To raise such sums of money as may be neces- 
sary for repairing highways and bridges and make ap- 
propriation for the same. 


4. ‘To raise and appropriate such sum of money as 
may be necessary for school purposes. 


5. To raise and appropriate such sum of money as 
may be necessary for the maintenance of town poor. 


6. To see what sum of money the town will raise 
and appropriate for Memorial Day. 


7. ‘To choose one delegate to the Constitutional 
Convention at Concord. 


8. To see if the town will raise and appropriate 
$50 to fix up and beautify the common. 


9. ‘To see what action the town will take in regard 
to spraying the elm trees and to raise and appropriate 
money for the same. 
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10. ‘To see if the town will vote to build a highway 
leading from Baboosic house in Amherst to town high- 
way, near the premises of Charles Conkrite and A. -F. 
Newton near shore of Baboosic Lake, and raise and ap- 
propriate money for the same. 


11. ‘To hear the report of water committee appoint- 
ed at the last annual meeting. 


12. ‘To see what action the town will take with the 
report, and pass any action thereto. 


13. To hear the report of all town officers, agents 
aud committees and pass any vote relating thereto. 


14. ‘To transact any other business that may le- 
gally come before said meeting.

Since the last annual town report the library has 
moved back once again into its former quarters. ‘The 
complete renovation, or perhaps more properly recon- 
struction, of the old building by Mr. Towne was fully 
described in the report of 1911. 

A booklet, suitable for preservation, issued by the 
trustees at that time, gives a full description of the 
building. 

Mr. Towne in addition has very generously provid- 
ed most attractive surroundings. A substantial iron 
fence, granolithic walks, trees and shrubs, together with 
a thorough grading and regrassing of the entire library 
‘lot has brought about a wonderful improvement. ‘The 
board now feel that in our new building with its more 
coinplete equipment in every way we have something of 
which the town may feel justly proud. 
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As an experiment we opened the library Tuesday 
evening from June to October. It received a fair 
amount of patronage.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT. 


I have the pleasure of presenting my fourth report, 
or the sixth in the series since supervision was estab- 
lished. 

At the request of the Board I shall devote the major 
portion of my report to an exposition of the financial sit- 
uation of our district. I hope I may explain the ac- 
counts in such a way that those who have but a half 
hour to devote to the treasurer’s report may be prepared 


to vote intelligently on the appropriations for another 
year.

At this rate the salary list for the year of thirty-six 
weeks will total $4,122.00, and we may expect $576.00 
rebate from the state next December. ‘The amounts re- 
ceived the past two years on this account have been: 
December, 1910, $646.00; December, 1911, $548.00. 


To receive state aid a district must maintain its 
schools at least thirty weeks, and its tax rate for school 
purposes must not be less than $4.50 on one thousand 
dollars of equalized valuation. This equalized valuation 
is that which the state uses in computing state taxes and 
in all computations in regard school money and valua- 
tions. For Amherst this valuation is $926,833, which 
is an amount very much larger than that used by our 
Selectmen in the computation of the local taxes. We 
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see that our district must raise at least $4,170.75 in order 
to receive state aid for schools. 

Our average attendance last year was 144.35. All 
towns having an equalized valuation per pupil of average 
attendance of $5000, or more, and less than $7000, re- 
ceive $.75 per school week for every twenty-five pupils 
or major part thereof of average attendance for the year 
next preceding. This gives Amherst six groups of 
twenty-five pupils, for each of which we receive $.75—a 
total of $4.50 per week or $162 per year of thirty-six 
weeks. ‘The amounts received the past two years have 
been $161.10 and $162.00. 

Last year $800 was appropriated to pay high school 
tuitions. The expense is usually $40 per pupil. The 
following pupils should be provided for next year :

Besides these there are a few in the rural schools 
who expect to enter high school next fall. The with- 
drawals trom school should balance up with the number 
that enter from the rural schools. 

We have three seniors who expect to graduate next 
June, Frank Pettingill and Miriam Wilkins at Milford, 
and Clyde Parker at Nashua. 

It is difficult to see that the appropriation for high 
school tuitions can be made less than $1000 next year. 

The Acre pupils now in Milford grammar school 
and who may be expected to continue next year are: 1, 
Grace Elliott; 2, Gertrude Manning; 3, Lottie Haith- 
wait ; 4, Alfred Bergeron ; 5, Annie Bergeron, besides 
one or two others that may be promoted. ‘The tuition is 
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$18 per year. Perhaps $125 is a fair estimate for this 
expense. | 


JANITOR SERVICE 


The janitor service at a rural school costs at least 
$9 a year, or $81 in all; at the village, $180. The rural 
schools do not always receive good service. Soinetimes 
children tramp to school through the snow and find no 
fire. Wecan’t tolerate that condition. I have in mind 
a school where the teacher must do a great deal of the 
sweeping in order to keep a decent school house. Un- 
less the teacher is very energetic the school house isn’t 
always of that kind. The school rooms should be cleaned 
thoroughly every term. 

$300 is a low estimate for care of buildings. 

The balance of the Book and Supply Account is 
larger than it should be because a few bills were held 
back when the schools were closed, that the total amount 
in the school treasury should not be overdrawn. An 
order for supplies was held back and must be sent in this 
week in order to equip the schools for the spring term. 


FUAGS AND -BLUAG POLES 


Attention should be given the flags at Nos. 2, 4, 6, 
7,9 and 10. We need six new flags, five ropes, three 
pulleys, and three or four poles. $50 would place them 
in good condition. If the poles can be provided by citi- 
zens the expense will be about $35. 


TRANSPORTATION 


Only one team is now run to transport pupils. This 
is for the Cricket Corner school. ‘The expense is $6 per 
week, or $216 per year. The school at No. 6 was opened 
in November and the team stopped from that district. 
The school accommodates six pupils. 


REPAIRS 


Some of the more important items to be included in 
this account are: 
1. Cricket Corner building repaired or replaced by 
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anew building. ‘This should be investigated before the 
school meeting. 

2. Repairs at Christian Hill. ‘The floor is broken, 
the room needs papering, and general repairs are needed. 

3. New closet for the Acre. 

4. Three or four good teachers’ desks, and the 
same number of chairs. 

5. Six bookcases. 

6. Slate blackboards for four rural schools, Nos. 2, 
3, 4 and 7.
